|) Somz apprehension is unquestionably now felt by the best- 
informed persons of the City. There has often been more 

\\noisy alarm ; but if men’s judgments were weighed as well as 
counted, there has, perhaps, seldom been a moment when 
there was.a greater feeling of anxiety. When calamities have 
| dat ened, anybody can be alarmed: in general, the greater 
the previous folly and confidence the greater the subsequent 
fear and fright. The few and wiser part of the community 
are anxious in time, and it may certainly be said that they are 
anxious now. 


The Bank reserve of notes is 4,800,000/, and there is a 
saying among people of good judgment that when that re- 
serve is under 5,000,000/, times are serious. Many bankers, 
who understand theory little and care for it even less, under- 
stand those figures well, and take them to heart when they 
seethem. But it is not upon any such rule of thumb calcu- 
lation that the existing apprehension of good judges is 
grounded. In a word, they fear that the magnitude of our 
liabilities may be too much for the littleness of our resources. 

The figures to which we last week drew attention exhibit 
the augmentation of our trade. They cannot be enough studied, 
because they show how, month by month, our commerce has 


incessantly augmented. But the principal fact is enormous—

If, indeed, we could be sure that all these augmentations were 
quite sound, there would be good reason for confidence, but there 
are several reasons which should make us suspicious of their 
soundness, ist, There isno doubt that trade has been very 
profitable, and the best recipe for creating over-trading is 
augmenting the profit of ordinary trading. Human nature 
will not stand it. If you see that, by augmenting your busi- 
hess, you can increase your income nobody knows how much ; 
you do increase your business, you borrow as much as your

to the utmost. Such is our present case. People have been 
encouraged to do much by the profits of doing much, and it 
is to be feared that the excess of the result will be in pro- 
portion to the intensity of the stimulant. 


High profits commonly create undue trade, but at this time 
Nothing 
can, as we have often shown, be better in principle and idea 
than finance companies. But nothing, also, can be more 
liable to abuse. On the 2nd of January, this year, in a pro- 
fessedly anticipatory article, after some remarks on the mag- 
nitude of our savings and the greatness of our resources, we 
observed :—‘ We are sure, therefore, that the new Companies 
“ are not as yet injuring the country by exhausting its capital, 
“ but it is not impossible—we desire to speak with doubt and 
“ caution—that some of them may be co-operating with older 
“ establishments in creating evil of another sort. To speak 
“plainly, it may be that the great facilities for obtaining 
“discount and advances—facilities unexampled, it is to be 
“ remembered, in the money market—may have generated a 
“ certain quantity of bad business. Credit is the life of trade, 
“but every sudden growth of new credit is always tainted 
“ with an admixture of evil. The late extensive credit has 
“ fortunately fallen upon a period of very prosperous trade— 
“of trade stimulated by cheap food, and, therefore, we may 
“ hope that the alloy of evil may not be large. Still, some 
“ alloy general considerations warn us to expect, and what 
“ alloy there is, a long period of dear money, especially one of 
“ oscillating dear money, will be sure to display and’ detect. 
“On the whole, therefore, we anticipate that the year 1864 
“will be a serious though not an alarming year. Our trade 
*‘ will probably be very large and very profitable, but against 
“ this we shall have to set the possible consequences of a long 
“period of dear money,—the gradual detection of undue 
“ credit,—and the gradual failure of any trade which such 
“credit may either have fostered or created.” We do not 
quote these remarks to obtain the credit of prophets, but 
we cite them to escape the censure of being wise 
only after the event. Everybody to-day is talking of the 
misdeeds of minor finance companies and smaller banks, as 
if they were the most certain and obvious things in the world. 
We fear there is much questionable second class paper afloat, 
The great profit of trade has given an undue desire for ex- 
tension, and the new facilities of credit have given the undue 
means, 

Again, the banks whose object it is to lend to foreign 
countries, admirable as their business is in theory and idea, 
have nevertheless in bare fact and actual practice great temp- 
tations. They, like other bankers, must lend only on convertible 
security. But in many countries there are few convertible se- 
curities, and such banks areftempted to lend on the most natural 
—but at the same time most inconvertible of all securities— 
the land of a foreign country. If it be true, as is said, that 
there are bills in London representing large territories in rade 
countries, we can only say that they are bad bills, because they 
represent unsaleable commodities. We are now beginning’ to 
suspect, perhaps unduly, the “ paper” which we have till 
now given undue facilities for creating. 


Nor are these the only mischievous causes which have lately 
been. at work. New companies have great merits, and we 
have often shown not only their advisability but their neces- 
sity in the present times. But they have an inherent defect. 
They involve, or nearly so, a sale of the good-will in an untried 
business. Certain projectors get up a company with good 
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r ts and objects, or what they think to be such ; 
but they do Tia continue in the business, Their 
trade is erection, not administration: when Company No. 1. 
is finished they pass to Company No. IL They founda 
business which they believe to be good, but they sell it before 
it is tested and found to be good. Such a temptation is very 
formidable. The public do not subscribe to companies so 
liberally as they did, but so long as they are willing to sub- 
scribe companies will be many. Few could withstand the 
temptation of creating property for themselves ; of devising 
shares which look well and sound well, and may be sold for 
good sums whether they pay or not. The vice of joint stock 
companies is the sinister interest of their founders.

And the reserve of notes and coin is 5,598,493/. It is true 
that this is generally a time of the year when the reserve is 
small, and that as the harvest is this year earlier than usual, 
the annual demands for coin on the Bank till have been felt 
sooner than is common. Still it is necessary to use the screw 
tightly, and it is perhaps sanguine to hope that the last turn 
will be sufficient and effectual. 

THE PROPOSED TERMS OF PEACE BETWEEN 

DENMARK AND GERMANY. 

Tue terms of peace proposed by Austria and Prussia to Den- 
mark, and ultimately accepted by the latter, are more 
moderate than was to be expected. The Danes, indeed, aban- 
don all Alsen, all Schleswig, all Holstein, and all Lauenburg ; 
they cede a piece of Jutland small in area, but most con- 
venient to Germany for naval purposes. On the other hand, 
they retain the rest of Jutland, and Fiinen, which the Germans 
might easily have taken, and which Denmark unaided could 
never have recovered. The Danes lose. and the Germans 
gain, the whole original ground of quarrel, and Lauenburg 
into the bargain ; but Denmark does not lose, as yet al least, the 
whole of her continental dominion, or any of the large islands 
near to the peninsula. She comes off ill, but better than 
but lately seemed likely. 

The most natural and inevitable observation on these terms 
is that Denmark might certainly have obtained better terms 
at the Conference. She might then have attained a frontier 
that gave her some of Schleswig, whereas by the present 
terms she loses some of Jutland. She was undoubtedly 
foolish, but there were great excuses for her error. The King 
of Denmark is a German, and he cannot be expected to have, 
while yet new and untried, in a quarrel between Denmark and 
Germany, an influence over his Danish subjects equal to that 
of anative Dane. He is rejected by his brother, the Duke of 
Gliicksburg, who supports the claim to Schleswig of the Duke 
of Augustenburg, and yet he is not so accepted by the Danes 
as to be able to guide and governthem. He has the inevitable 
misfortune of a convert. He is hated by those whom he 
leaves, and not trusted by those whom he joins. A new King, 
thus doubted and suspected, must himself be a difficulty 
in settling the terms of peace between the country 
of his birth and the country of his adgption. The Danes 
would always have believed that King Christian had volun- 
tarily and tamely ceded some of Schleswig if it had not, as 
now, been proved by evident facts of irresistible cogency that 
no part of it could be retained, but that the whole was inevitably 
gone. This difficult position of the new King is one excuse 
for Denmark ; and another, and even better, is the uncertain 
attitude of foreign Governments. Whatever else may be said 
of the policy of the English Government (and we have no 
wish now to recur to a subject on which we have written 
much, and of which all the world is tired), at least it cannot 
be said to be an effectual policy. Mr Gladstone says we 
always intended to support Denmark if France would join, but 
we never intended to support her alone, and if France would 
not join. And this is a most intelligible policy, for the 
wisdom of which there is much to be said, but the mis- 
fortune is that we did not make Denmark understand it. 
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most useful. Denmark hoped, perhaps, when she should not 
have hoped, but we ought to have used words that mug 
have prevented her hoping. We do not say she was right in 
refusing the better terms she might have obtained at the Oop. 
gress, but the attitude of England and the dubious positiga 
of her King palliate, if they do not excuse, her error. 

Nor is England alone to blame. The Emperor of the 
French, when the whole history is fully written out, wil} 
probably be blamed still more.

THE PROSPECTS OF THE NEW REGIME IN MEXICO. 
Lorp PaLMERsToN was, we think, in the right when on the 
last day of the session he stated, in answer to a remonsiranee 
from Mr Kinglake, that Her Majesty’s Government intended 
to recognise the new Empire established in Mexico. Napo- 
leon’s experiment appears, when all accounts are collated, 
to dave have been as yet somewhat unexpectedly successful. 
The Archduke has arrived, not only in the country but in 
the capital, has taken up the reins, and is displaying that 
curious faculty or rather instinct for governing which in the 
Hapsburgs, as in the Turks, seems to be independent of intel- 
jectual power.

Three thousand men could do little in a 
province, say like Cohahuila, but they can so strengthen the 
aderly inhabitants as to enable them to do a great deal. 
Order, if established even for one year, soon develops interests 
which depend on its maintenance, and people who have 
money to lose by plunder, soon iearn to hate plunderers very 
hitterly. So long as a quasi legal authority still roams about 
the country levying contributions against the new Government 
there will be disturbance, but every mail announces the sub- 
mission of some adherent of Juarez, and the ready pardon 
secorded to any leader of note who abandons him.

THE RUSSIAN BUDGET FOR 1864. 


Ir is not very long since we have had the means of reviewing 
the official statement of the Revenue and Expenditure 
of the Russian Government. 
organ in London first published the Budget of 1860 in 1861, 
and the Russian Government very soon after determined to 
enter upon a course of financial publicity. That course was 
evidently to be an honest one as far as it lay in the power 
of the Minister of Finance, for the first Budget officially pub- 
lished corresponded most accurately in its items with the 
figures surreptitiously obtained by the malcontent editor of 
the Bell. The identity thus established furnishes a strong 
argument in favour of the truthfulness of the statement, and 
commands a credence which might otherwise have been denied 
to the official document of a despotic Power.

year with considerable improvements as to form and compre- 
hensiveness.

The institution of the Council of the Empire, to which the 
Budget is now submitted, has had a most beneficial effect in 
the direction of economy and control. Checked severally in 
their estimates and accounts, the Ministers mutually exercise, 
so to say, the supervision of our own House of Commons over 
the statements of the Chancellor of the Exchequer. Each 
Minister is interested in reducing the demands of his colleagues 
in order that he may secure his proper share of available eash. 
Added to which the Council is further composed of ex- 
Ministers and expectant statesmen, who devote much energy 
to the examination of the public accounts. The Council has 
deprived the Minister of Finance of much of his discretionary 
power: his measures have to go through two or three sessions 
before they obtain the necessary sanction of the Emperor, and 
they are not unfrequently modified in that process. In con- 
sideration of these circumstances, we are led to believe in the 
truthfulness of the financial Report for 1864, recently pub- 
lished im very great detail. 

It would appear from the Budget before us that half the 
ordinary revenue of the Empire is derived from indirect taxes, 
the excise on spirits alone amounting to 19,170,773/* or about 
two millions more than the excise duties in the United King- 
dom. The system of farming out the revenue from the sale 
of spirits having been abolished since 1862 and the price of 
the article reduced 50 per cent., the consumption of alcoholic 
liquors increased 25 per cent. in the year 1863, and is rapidly 
becoming greater. 

The Oustoms only bring in 5,350,770. Stamps, licences 
to trade, a poll tax on the lower classes (all considerably 
raised during the last two years), increase the items of taxes, 
direct and indirect, to about 354 millions sterling, collected at 
at an expense of about 24 millions. 


* The rouble has throughout been converted at the rate of 36d. 
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The State domains, consisting of lands held by peasants on 
copyhold leases, of forests, mines, and the railway from St 
Petersburg to Moscow, yield a gross return of nearly 8 mil- 
lions ; the cost of administration being about a million and a 
half. 

The miscellaneous receipts amount to 6} millions, amongst 
which we notice nearly half a million derived from the king- 
dom of Poland as a surplus of its revenue, and constituting, 
apparently, the contribution of that unfortunate country to- 
wards the expenditure of the Empire. The country of the 
Transcaucasus, under the Government of the Grand Duke 
Michael, is more favourably treated, its entire revenue, with 
the addition of about 26,0001, being locally expended. The 
provinces and towns supply 3} millions towards the State ex- 
penses. ° 

Royalties appear for more than two millions, but the charges 
against them on the other side of the account reduce the in- 
come under this head to about 140,000/. This includes the 
Post Office and Telegraph lines. The former inflicts a loss 
on the country of about 150,000/ ; the latter merely pay for 
their management. 

The receipts from Government distilleries, from the sales 
of stores, &c., which figure for 1} million, and make up 
the total of the ordinary revenue (53,191,300/) are exactly 
balanced by a corresponding charge for administration and 
production. 

We now come to the expenditure. The items are most 
plausibly marshalled, and defy all attempts at animadversion. 


The charges appear so moderate and so indispensable that it. 


is difficult to say where economy could be introduced. The 
public debt is, after all, only an annual charge of about nine 
millions, half of which is referable to foreign loans. The 
increase under this head since 1860 is about a million. 

The Council of State, the several Committees which do the 
work of a Parliament, the three sections of the Emperor's 
Chancery (of which the third, or secret police office, appears 
for 18,0007), absorb 180,51S2. 

The Church only gets 800,000/ from the State, of which 
nearly 600,000/ represent the pay of the clergy, augmented, 
of course, by the voluntary contributions of the orthodox. 

Russian revolutionary writers attack chiefly the next item 
of expenditure,—that of the Imperial household and Civil 
List,—which figure for 1,163,316/. This charge includes 
grants to various benevolent institutions and to schools ; the 
management, we believe, of theatres; expenses connected 
with the bestowal of decorations; and-the maintenance of 
numerous palaces, leaving the sum of 74,2501 to be divided 
between the Empress, the Heir-apparent, and the younger 
children of their Majesties. The private property of the Imperial 
family is supposed to exceed that of any other reigning house. 
There is, consequently, a certain suppression of facts here 
which we cannot omit to notice, The Budget does not include 
the revenue of the Imperial appanages, which amounted even 
in 1859 to 539,973/, out of which 240,845/ were paid that 
year to members of the Imperial family. It is to be presumed 
that these resources are, at all events, not diminished at the 
present day. But even the addition of this sum to the charge 
on the Budget does not appear an exorbitant grant to the 
House of Romanoff, composed as it is of so many members, 
each traditionally entitled to a Palace and a Court. Nor can 
the Emperor be reproached with the number of palaces and 
establishments which he keeps up. The form of Government 
which the Russian people still choose to have necessitates the 
setting-up of Imperial symbols over the country. Pomp, 
glitter, and glory are inseparable from the autocratic polity. 
A reduction of expenditure under this head has, however, 
been found possible, to the extent of 103,174/, between 1860 
and 1864. Indeed, it is the only economy apparently intro- 
duced since the Budgets have been published, all other State 
charges having steadily increased, owing either to special cir- 
cumstances, such as the insurrection in Poland, or to the 
introduction of more accurate accounts. 

The diplomatic and consular services cost little more than 
800,000/—the extraordinary disbursements in foreign coun- 
tries amounting to 32,000/. This charge is about 40,000/ 
less than our own Parliamentary grant for the same purpose 
for 1864—65. 

The army—estimated by the Russian press, in answer to 
M. Wolowski, at 800,000 effectives—involves a charge of 18 
millions on the Budget, or about 600,000 more than the 
military forces of this country. We regret to notice an in- 
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crease of nearly 3,000,000/ under the head of army expendi. 
ture since 1860, irrespective of the extraordinary charges 
involved by the Polish outbreak, estimated in another part of 
the Budget at nearly 5 millions sterling. The increased ex. 
penditure is attributable to the reforms introduced since the 
Crimean war, not to any augmentation of the forces. The 
depreciation of the currency, by raising prices, has also neces. 
sarily affected the navy estimates. The numerical effective |} 
strength of the Russian army, taken even at the highest 
valuation, will not appear excessive when we consider the 
vastness of the Empire, the length of its frontiers, and the 
conditions on which Poland, the Caucasus, and other out. 
lying dependencies are held. Garrisons will alone absorb 
large proportion of the alleged strength of the army; and 
when we, moreover, bear in mind the sanitary condition of 
the Russian troops—the fact that every man passes through a\} 
military hospital every year—the Emperor of Russia may well |} 
be excused for preserving such an imposing martial array on 

paper. 

The navy will cost Russia 3} millions this year, or about |} 
56,0007 more than in 1860, shipbuilding appearing for about |} 
a million sterling. A further charge of 734,442/ is made on 
account of the Polish insurrection. The combined c 
for the military and naval services, independently of the 
extraordinary war disbursements in Poland, amount to about |/ 
21} millions, or about 7 millions less than this country 
annually votes for the same purposes. Of course, such a 
comparison is merely nominal, considering the relative value 
of money in the two countries. The proceeds of the excise 
on spirits almost exactly correspond with the charges for the 
Russian army and navy. 

About nine millions sterling are annually expended by the 
Minister of Finance in central and local administration; in 
pensions to widows, &c., 2,298,817/; subventions to publie 
Companies, towns, &c., 824,606; and in the collection of the 
revenue, 2,826,033/. There are certain “ extraordinary dis- 
“‘ bursements by the Treasury,” under the head of “ Finance 
“ Department,” which we are unable to explain. They pro- 
bably conceal some secret financial juggling not to be divulged |} 
to the public, although probably satisfactorily explained to 
the Council. 

The Adminstration of the Domains of the State and the |} 
charges on them amount to 1,367,800/, out of which a quarter 
of a million is paid to meritorious or favoured individuals in 
the service of the Crown. The salaries of the higher fune- 
tionaries in all the branches of the Imperial service are sup-|| 
plemented in certain cases by the grant of rents or “ arendas,” |} 
payable out of the State domains. 

The Home Office, with its numerous staff at the capital and |} 
its provincial officers, absorbs about two millions sterling. 
There is a charge of 28,161/ for the censorship of the Press. 

The State disbursements for public instruction fall a little |} 
short of a million, more than half of which is expended on 
universities, lyceums, and gymnasiums. The district, parochial, |} 
and primary schools are conducted at an expense of not quite 
200,000. The smallness of the expenditure under this bead |} 
is almost a reproach to the country, for it cannot possibly 
suffice for the instruction of the children of 70 millions of 
inhabitants. The charge for education in such a country as 
Russia, with a vast population just emancipated and 
emerging into civil life, should be considered one of the 
most urgent items of State expenditure. A greater portion |} 
of the revenue should be devoted to purposes of civili- |} 
sation, regardless of that revenue being thereby dimi- 
nished. The ignorant and frequently besotted priest should |} 
be replaced by a qualified schoolmaster. If the interference |/ 
of the State in matters of public instruction is so requisite 
here, where public and charity schools abound, how much 
more must it be needed in a country where private initiation 
has done next to nothing towards educating the masses? We 
may, however, congratulate the Russian Government on having 
increased this expenditure by 400,000/ since 1860. 

The Administration of Justice costs something short of 4 
million, or a third more than in 1860. It is to be presumed 
that this expenditure will be considerably increased next year, 
when the great legal reform comes into operation, and vests 
the appointment of the judges in the Crown, instead of allow 
them to be elected and paid, as at present, by the assemblies 
of the nobility. 

Public works necessarily require considerable appropriation 


of the revenue, and, being a productive expendivure, should j} 
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not be grudged. As there is nothing Russia wants so much 
as railways in order to develop her riches, the increase of two 
millions sterling under the item of public works (provided 
they have been judiciously and honestly applied) is the best 
rantee the Russian Government can offer of a prospective 
amelioration of their financial position. . 

A few other items raise the total of the ordinary expendi- 
ture to nearly 53 millions, to which the Minister adds an 
anticipated deficit in the collection of the taxes amounting to 
600,000/, and the expenditure of certain Government estab- 
lishments to the extent of their productions, credited on the 
other side as revenue. The grand total of the ordinary ex- 

mditure of the Russian Empire would thus have been 
54,557,072/, had not the disaffection in Poland necessitated 
an increase of the military and naval establishments, and an 
outlay of 5,607,147/. 

In short, the gross ordinary revenue of the Russian Empire 
during the present year is esiimated at 53,191,300/, and its 

ss expenditure at 60,164,219/, showing a deficit of 
6,972,9192, which is to be covered by an issue of Exchequer 
bills to the extent of 2,700,000/, and by 4,272,9197 of the 
recent Anglo-Dutch loan. 

The greater portion of the deficit is attributed to the extra- 
ordinary charges of the Polish insurrection, leaving only the 
sum of 1,365,772/ as the ordinary excess of expenditure over 
income. In the study of Russian Budgets, nothing is more 
striking than the comparative immobility of the revenue of 
such a vast Empire, and the regular recurrence of greater or 
less deficits. It is a most remarkable and significant fact that 
from 1845 to 1857 the ordinary revenue of Russia always 
oscillated between 284 millions and 34 millions, including the 
years of the Crimean war, while the recorded expenditure 
ranged during that period between 31 millions and 78 mil- 
lions! The aggregate deficits during those years, amounting 
to the enormous sum of 163 millions sterling, were made up 
by the issues of bank notes and by loans, to which the pre- 
sent financial distress of the country is attributable. 

The figures for 1854, 55, and ’56 tell more than words can 
express :—

A revenue of 50 millions sterling from such a wide-spread 
Empire, which boasts of 70 millions of subjects, appears in- 
significant in the extreme ; and yet, from its non-elasticity, 
we must argue that the burden is as great as the country 
can possibly bear. The fact, probably, is that the smallness 
of the burden is more apparent than real, and that the people 
pay a considerable amount of taxation in the way of presents 
and bribes to officials. At the same time, the Imperial re- 
venue defrays many expenses which in other countries are left 
to local resources. The taxation for local purposes, raised 
from the agricultural classes, has hitherto been about dda 
head; but about 2s 3d a head in addition are paid by those 
classes in the shape of contributions in kind (horses, labour, 
and quartering of troops). The Imperial and local taxation 
on the male, rural, taxable population is estimated in a Russian 
official report at 5s a head. The peasantry, moreover, com- 
plain loudly of the expense of their newly-bestowed self- 
government. They now elect and pay their own judges, 
parish clerks, and other officers, and maintain their own poor, 
besides expending considerable sums in corn-brandy for the 
purpose of influencing the more venal members of their 
communal assemblies. 

It seems, therefore, a hopeless task to balance a Russian 
Budget, even on paper, and the undertaking would be still 
more arduous in reality, were it not for an institution known 
as the State Bank. To it the Minister of Finance resorts in 
his extremities, appropriating with a high hand the savings of 
the nation to the pressing necessities of the Exchequer. 
The practice of issuing bank notes ad libitum we sincerely 
believe to have been abandoned, although a re-issue of a 
certain amount of notes exchanged at the Bank for specie, 
with the ostensible object of reducing the superabundant 
paper currency, is known to have been made for some time 
before the specie payments were again suspended last year. 
Public deposits at the Bank to the extent of about 27 millions 
sterling, placed there at the rate of 2 and 3 per cent., have 
irrecoverably gone to fill up avowed and unavowed gaps in 
previous Budgets. About a hundred millions sterling in credit 
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notes are now represented by only ten millions in specie. The 
Government has, moreover, considerable liabilities, alleged to 
bs secured on real property, quite irrespective of foreign and 
internal loans, 

It is not a matter of surprise that, consindering all these 
circumstances, M. Wolowski should have drawn such a dismal 
picture of Russian solvency, and incurred the reproachful in- 
sinuation of Polish proclivities. The difficulties, indeed, 
appear for the present inextricable. The taxation of the 
country is evidently incapable of any immediate or sufficient 
expansion, except, perhaps, in the direction of classes of society 
equally amenable to the payment of direct taxes, now almost 
exclusively raised from the labouring and commercial popula- 
tion. Nor is it easier to suggest a reduction of the expendi- 
ture, which, if honestly stated (as we trust it is), does not 
in any way appear prodigal. 

When the great reforms which the present Emperor has 
initiated shall have borne their fruits; if the country, in con- 
sequence of productive outlays now being made, should be 
raised to a higher state of prosperity; if the Government, 
abandoning a fallacious and ruinous system of finance, permits 
the accumulation of capital at private banks throughout the 
country and the consequent introduction of the credit system 
of Western Europe ; when it renounces the hope of keeping 
the paper rouble at par, and consolidates its inconvertible cur- 
rency at a fixed depreciation now amounting to 13 per cent. ; 
when the Emperor Alexander shall have done all this, and 
when, above all, he shall have admitted the representatives of 
his heterogeneous people to a participation in Government, 
His Majesty will then be justified in considering himself truly 
powerful and independent of the Western Powers. But, until 
then, every sincere and practical economist will advise the 
Russian Government to be careful of its credit in the money 
markets of Europe, to continue the fulfilment of its many 
obligations abroad with its present almost proverbial punc- 
tuality, and by no means to disturb still more by a crooked 
foreign policy the confidence of statesmen and capitalists, 
somewhat shaken by recent financial disclosures and contro- 
versies. Russia will certainly require credit for many a year 
to come, and can only have it on condition of political and 
financial good behaviour.

The additional capital iin up by these Banking Companies 
during the year amounts, therefore, to 287,811/, or 8.61 per 
cent. 

The market value at Midsummer 1864, was at the same 
time 4,585,000/ in excess of the market value at Midsummer 
1863, or nearly 43 per cent. In other words, the shareholders 
in these six banking Companies, who, up to the 30th June, 
1863, had paid for them originally something more than 
three and a quarter millions, and something more than three 
andahalf millions up to 30th June, 1864, could have 
realised for their outlay nearly ten and three quarter millions 
at 30th June, 1863, and more than fifteen and a quarter 
millions at 30th June, 1864. 


During the past year, in fact, the advance in the market 
value of this property has not only paid for all the additional 
outlay, but all the capital employed, and even more than 
that.

During the twelve months the deposits with these six 
banks have increased, therefore, from upwards of fifty-two 
millions to nearly sixty-nine millions, or exactly 31.61 per 
cent. 

The net profits in the mean time have risen from 349,449] 
to 682,156/, or 95.21 per cent.—a most extraordinary result, 
which accounts for the advance in market value upon specula- 
tive purchases of four millions and a half, or 43 per cent. 
Whether the bare fact of this sudden advance in net profits 
will permanently maintain market values at the present 
range, is another but not unimportant question for the 
investor. 

In the same twelve months the reserves of these banks, or 
profits undivided, have risen, it will be seen, from 945,973] 
to 1,298,055/, or upwards of 37 per cent. ; and here again is 
additional evidence that dividends have been moderate by 
comparison with profits, and that the advance in market 
values is to some extent, if not fully, warranted by facts.

Tested, iheeeiaas by the ratio of net profit to the capital 
paid up, to the existing market value, and to the deposits, 
the figures of the two half-years, if taken alone, more than 
justify the increase in dividends, and the higher market 
value. 

But the Bank of England rate of discount perhaps, nay 
almost certainly, never ranged before so high on the average 
during any six months as the first six months of the present 
year, and banking profits were never so high. The cause is, 
therefore, in some degree temporary, if not exceptional, and 
may perhaps never occur again. If twelve months hence the 
Bank of England rate of discount should average 3 or 4 per 
cent., instead of from 6 to 9 per cent. as during the past half- 
year, the profits of the six great banks will be certainly less | 
than now, and in that aspect of matters, which we venture to 
think the only rational one, it is quite open to question 
whether the present market values of this large banking pro- 
perty may not be quite high enough.

CROPS AND THE SEASO! IN.—THE DROUGHT. 
TuRoveHoUr July, great and general anxiety was felt in conse- 
quence of the absence of rain. The weather during June had 
also been extremely dry, and though a few heavy showers occurred 
both in June and July, they produced no appreciable effect on the 
grass lands, and were not believed to have been of much benefit 
to the corn crops. The harvest has now commenced generally 
south of Trent, and the opinion of farmers as to the enable of 
the corn crops is more favourable than it was before the com- 
mencement of the harvest. The very great rapidity with which 
all kinds of grain have ripened induced a belief that the ripening 
would be premature, and that the ears would be very defective. 
This sca:cely proves to be the case,—at all events, on the stronger 
and better soils, and where the land has been well farmed, so that is 
is now supposed that the wheat willnot fall much short of an average 
crop, while oats and barley are in many districts very good. - The 
light lands seem to have suffered most from the drought. The 
Mark Lane Express review of the corn trade says :— This season 
will be found one of great diversity. The friable loams continue 
to be well spoken of, and their produce may vie with last year’s, 
but many farmers with inferior soils expect but a small result. 
Some of the barley, too, is said to be well corned, and as _hand- 
some as cou d be desired ; in other localities it is steely, small, and 
withered.” ‘The recent fall i in the wheat market indicates the pre- 
Vailing trade view of the wheat crop, while barley, oats, and beans 
have not given way in price. Indeed, as Te eee beans, the 
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market is said to be very firm, doubtless caused by the attack of 
the black fly on the growing beans, which has been very general. 
To a recent period, there was promise of good bean crops, and 
it is hoped even now that the fly will not so seriously injure them 
as to ent the gathering in of a fair yield. Some ot 
the earlier estimates of our wheat crops seem based upon ref rences 
to the very large growth of wheat that was obtained last 
year on, perhaps, the majority of soils. Within our own observa- 
tion, however, upon a strong loam we find at least as great a pro- 
mise of wheat this year as was gathered last year, and there is 
quite double the quantity of straw, the length of the straw being 
as great as we ever remember it. A difference in the time of sow- 
ing must, however, be noted, the crop of this year having been 
sown in the middle of October, while that of last year was not 
sown until the latter part of November. This difference is most 
important on strong land, especially when the autumn months are 
at all wet. The potato crops will not be abundant, for the tubers 
are very small, but there is not as yet any sign of disease. It is 
believed the breadth planted is smaller than last year, as the pro- 
duce was then so abundant and cheap that large quantities have 
been used for feeding stock. Some of the Scotch farmers, who at 
one time made great profits by potato growing, have since Christ- 
mas found their money returns from their London salesmen the 
reverse of satisfactory. 


The marked characteristic of the present season is its dryness, 
and the universal cause of anxiety is the parched-up state of the 

ss lands. The hay crops Were generally light, though better 

bably than last year. But, since haymaking, there has literally 
ne no growth of grass whatever. On the contrary, the meadows, 
which looked green when the hay was carried, are now as brown, 
or browner, than the hay itself, and even worse, if possible, than 
the dried-up pastures, is the sad deficiency of water. Many 
farmers are carting water two or three miles for the use of their 
stock, a most vexatious necessity at the period of the year when 
every man and horse is wanted in the harvest-field. One conse- 
quence of this is that grazing cattle have been forced to market, 
as they were found to be. going back, instead of improving in con- 
dition. Hitherto the demand for meat has taken off all the supplies. 
In many districts, hay and artificial food are being given both to 
cattle and sheep. This must lessen the store of winter provender, 
and render hay unusually dear. Store stock, too, will be greatly 
depreciated in value if there be not soon a considerable fall of rain, 
though, even for the sake of the stock-farmers, we hope that rain 
will now hold off until the harvest has been completed. 


Turnips are tolerably well planted on the more friable soils, 
and, though backward, may not be the worse on that account, as 
where forward in such a season as the present they will scarcely 
escape mildew. 


Mangold wurtzel around London is very good wherever a plant 
was secured, and seems to revel in the sun. So favourable a 
prospect is not, however, general, for the Nottinghamshire report 
of the Mark Lane Express for July says: ‘‘ The mangold wurtzel 
crop is again miserable to look at, and those who have a good field 
or plot may consider themselves as fortunate growers.” 


Wool has been a great source of revenue to farmers, and most 
of them have sold their clips. Labour is scarce in some distric's, 
and is not superabundant in any. We have comparatively few 
Irish labourers coming over for the harvest, so that reaping and 
mowing machines are more and more regarded as necessaries on 
all farms of considerable extent. 

In Somersetshire, the report states that such is the scarcity of 
water and the burnt-up state of the pastures, that ‘‘the best 
grazing land, fetching 4/ per acre, is so bare as not to be equal to 
carry half the stock of last year.” 

It is estimated that the harvest will be fully two weeks earlier 
than last year.

The shareholders of the Comptoir d’Escompte held their annual 
meeting on Saturday. The report presented by the Directors on 
the operations of the year 1863-4 (to 30th June) was most satis- 
factory. The total amount of business done was 1,754,396,354f 
25c (upwards of 70,000,000/), and was more than that of the year 
preceding by 532,626,884f 25c. Of the total, 948,379,363f 15c 
were for disc. unts, being 70,888,954f 80c more than in the pre- 
ceding year; 553,630,640f 46c for the Colonial and Asiatic 
agencies,—an increase of 405,413,864f l4c; the rest of the total 
being for acceptances and advances on pledges, advances on public 
securities, &c. ‘ihe number of bills and warrants discounted in 
the course of the year was 1,328,358, and the amount of them 
1,033,398,440f 85c. The bills dishonoured in the year only amounted 
to 134,0938t 3c, and of that sum 65,246f 38c were recovered. The 
dep»sits made in current account were 253,253,107f 99e, and 
the balancing remaining on the 30th June 30,063,127f 53c:—in 
the previous year the deposits were 267,163,831f 40c. The gross 
profits ot the year were 7,611,348f 72c, and the expenses 
of management and the re-discounts of bills 1,797,457f 38c, 
leaving net profits of 5,813,891f 34c. Of this sum the share- 
holders recieved in the first half year 800,000f as statutory 
interest on their shares, and 1,040,000f as dividend of 2 3-5ths 
per cent. For the second hulf-year they will receive 
§00,000f, as 2 per cent. interest, and 2,080,000f as 53 per 
cent. for dividend. Moreover, there were set apart to the reserve 
fund in the first half-year 352,396f 87c, and in the latter 
707,434f 64c ; and the balance remaining is to be carried over to 
next year. On the whole the shareholders received 23f per share 
for the first half-year; they will get 36f for the second : total, 
59f, which is equal to 114 per share of 500f. This is the largest 
dividend yet distributed ; that of 1862-3, was 42f; and that of 
1861-2, 39f. The Directors ascribe this great increase for 1863-4 
to the dearness of money, which in Europe was constantly between 
5 and 8 per cent., and in Indo-China, between 6 and 12; and 
at one time in India, 24; also to the extraordinary development of 
the business of the agencies in the colonies and in Asia,—Reunion, 
Guadaloupe, Martinique, Guiana, Calcutta, Bombay, Shanghai, 
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and Hong Kong. But they add the warning that it will be pru- 
dent not to consider the profit from high interest as certain to last. 
They, however, remark that the reserve fund now amounts to 
10,000,000f, and has consequently attained the maximum fixed by 
the statutes : so that no deduction for it will have to be made 
from the profits in future. 


The decision of the Emperor as arbitrator between the Isthmus 
of Suez Canal Company and the Viceroy of Egypt bas been pub- 
lished. As you have already been informed, it is in favour of the 
latter, as regards the abandonment of the forced labour of fellahs, 
the cession of the fresh water canal, and the surrender of the vast 
tracts of land on either side of the main canal which were accorded 
to the Emperor; but it stipulates that an indemnity amounting 
altogether to 84,000,000f (3,360,000/) shull be paid to the Com- 
pany, by, however, instalments extending over sixteen years. In 
spite of the Jargeness of the indemnities, the dec'sion is more 
favourable to the Viceroy than to the Company. 


The shareholders of the Bank of Savoy are becoming refrac- 
tory towards M. Pereire, who took them under his protection 
about ayear ago. Seeing that the Government will not allow that 

entleman to extend to all France the privilege which the Bank by 
its charter (granted previous to the annexation of Savoy to France) 
possesses of issuing notes, they, in a meeting held three days back, 
resolved that the offer of the Bank of France to buy up thei pri- 
vilege for 4,000,000f should be accepted. As, however, M. Percire 
notified that he should oppose any violation of their agreement 
with him, under which the nominal capital of the Bank was raised 
from 4,000,000f to 40,000,000f, they coupled their resolution with 
the condition that the ‘bargain with the Bank of France should not 
become definitive until the Bank of Savoy should have freed itself 
of its obligations to him. 


The North of Spain Railway is to be opened throughout its entire 
length on the 15th, and it will place Paris in direct communication 
with Madrid. The Semaine Financiere takes an unfavourable view 
of the prospects of this line: Its calculation is that even if the 
annual receipts be 20 per cent. more than they have hitherto been, 
there will only remain, after taking 45 per cent. for working ex- 
penses, 13,990,000f, from which 9,906,000f will have to be deducted 
for the payment of interest on debentures, so that all that will 
remain for the shareholders will be 3,084,000f, or 15f 40c per 
share of 500f. You will remember that the Directors i in their last 
report to the shareholders admitted that the cost of making the 
line greatly exceeded what the Spanish Government had led taem 
to expect. The shares are at a discount on the Bourse. 


The French Government has just solemnly proclaimed in Algeria 
that, “‘in order to consecrate the great principle of equality in 
taxation,” a land tax shall be established in that colony, but that 
“it will be equitable to allow colonists to enjoy for some years to 
come the exemption from taxes on land which was accorded to 
them ;” that in the territories occupied by the Arabs “‘ the substi- 
tution of the land tax for the taxes now levied will not be possible 
until the delimitetion of tribes and the division of lands among 
douars and individuals shall be effected ;” and that ‘‘ very Jong and 
very important preparatory labours” must be performed before 
the new tax can be imposed. With such drawbacks as these, the 
practical utility of announcing the establishment of the tax is not 
very apparent. 


A paragraph has gone the round of the newspapers expressing 
the opinion that inconvenience will be occasioned in the commerce 
of China, Japan, and other parts of the extreme East, by the 
coining of new Mexican piastres with the effigy of Maximilian, 
the Asiatics not knowing why the impression on the pieces should 
be changed. But seeing that the new coin wili constitute an 
addition to that already in circulation, and is not intended to be 
substituted for it, it is not easy to see why it should occasion 
inconvenience even if the Asiatics should esteem it less than the 
old—and besides, little time will be required to convince those 
sharp-witted people that the new coin are as good as the existing 
pieces. 

A convention has been concluded between France and Italy, by 
which money can be transmilted through the post office between 
the two countries, and to and from Algeria, in sums not exceeding 
200f (8/), and by which post-office orders are made transferable 
by endorsement. It is surprising that corventions of this kind 
were not long ago concluded between all countries, seeing the 
prodigious increase in international relations of late years, and 
seeing that the poorer classes have long complained of the difficulty 
and oe of transmitting petty sums from one country tu 
another. 


The French Board of Customs, less diligent than the Board of 
Trade in England, has only just produced its returns of imports 
and exports for the first six nents of the present and the two 
preceding years. It appears from them that the value of imports 
taken out of bond for consumption in the first six months of' the 
present year was 1,121,793,000f; of 1868, 1,117,945,000f; and of 
1862, 1,080,160, 000f; and that of exports of French productions, 
natural and manufactured, in 1864, 1,465,826,000f; in 1863, 

1,205,544,000f ; and 1862, 1,052,953, 000f.

In reference to the market for imports at Bombay, Messrs Rennie, 
Scovell, and Co., reviewing the month ending July 8, observe :—Piece 
Goods—The late advent of the monsoon deterred speculators during 
the early part of the month, and we had a drooping market till the 20th 
ultimo, The promising way in which the rains set in had, however, an 
excellent effect, and till the departure of last steamer prices advanced 
daily. Since then there has been little or no animation, the whole com- 
munity having been engaged to the exclusion of almost everything else 
in the speculation in shares. Prices, except for shirtings, which have 
fallen 2 annas from the highest point, have been maintained, and gene- 
rally show a slight advance. Twist has continued in moderately active 
request, principally specnlative, but partly, before the 24th ultimo, on 
Cacutta account, and a general advance of $ to 1 anna has been estab- 
lished. Coloured yarns are also 1 to 2 annas dearer. Metals—There 
has been an active speculative demand for copper sheets, both on the 
spot and to arrive, and considerable parcels have changed hands. 
The transactions reported in other descriptions are, however, extremely 
small. 


Subjoined is a report of the Albany lumber market, for the week 
ending July 20 :—Luaber is arriving freely from all sections, giving a 
fair stock and good assortment. Canal freights have advanced to a 
high figure, considerably increasing the cost of lumber. The sales con- 
tinue fair, increasing as the receipts give buyers the kinds which they 
require.

In the corresponding week of 1854, the success of the in- 


surrectionary movement in Spain had resulted in the fall of 
the Ministry and the formation of a new Administration, with 
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General Espartero as chief of the Cabinet, and General 
O'Donnell as Minister of War. In London, the Bank rate of 
discount had been reduced from 54 to 5 per cent. 

In 1861, Parliament had been prorogued by Commission, 
The death of Lord Herbert had been announced. The Italian 
loan for 20,000,0007 had been subscribed, chiefly in Turin, 
News had arrived from America, announcing the defeat of the 
Federal forces at Manasses Junction. 

In 1862, Garibaldi had issued his proclamation, and the 
King Victor Emmanuel had published a counter-proclamation 
from Turin. Clandestine enrolments were being made by 
Garibaldian agents in Italy. Money was abundant in London, 
but the stock markets were dull. 

In 1863, the money market was easy, the rate in the open 
market being below 4 per cent., while loans on the Stock 
Exchange commanded barely 2 per cent. The Confederate 
loan had fluctuated considerably on the recent Confederate 
defeats, touching 35 discount. The stock markets were also 
rather unsettled, from apprehensions regarding the Polish 
question. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1854, a deficiency of 
3,029,2697; in 1861, a deficiency of 6,090,670; in 1862, 
a deficiency of 3,846,241/; and in 1863, a deficiency of 
5,362,946/. In 1864, the deficiency is 7,246,072 

Discount anp Monsy Marxer.—The Directors of the 
Bank of England, at their weekly court yesterday, raised the 
rate of discount from 7 per cent., at which it was fixed last 
Monday week, to 8 per cent. 

The movement was generally unexpected, the demand for 
money having been less pressing than in the previous week, 
but is fully justified by the unfavourable change in the 
Bank account published to-day. It is evident that, owing to 
the great activity of trade in the manufacturing diistricts, am 
increased supply of capital is being thereby absorbed, espe- 
cially in the North, while, at the same time, the usual require- 
ments of coin for the harvest must equally press upon the 
resources of the Bank. It is satisfactory to observe that, for 
the present, the shipments of gold to the Continent have 
ceased. In the general money market, this afternoon, there 
has been a good, steady demand, but at the Bank the applica- 
tions have been rather heavy. No business is done below 8 |} 
per cent.

At 
Wakefield, wheat declined fally 1s per quarter. 

Advices from the Western States of America report more 
favourably as regards the crops of wheat and corn. ‘Ihe quality 
of the wheats promises to be very fine, and the yield of corn to 
be large. 

The Liverpool cotton market has been rather quiet. At one 
period of the week, rather a better feeling prevailed, owing to 
the Federal cali for 500,000 more men, but the advance in the 
rate of discount has caused the market to close quietly, and prices 
are from 3d to $d per |blower than on Friday last. ‘The salesamount 
to 34,000 bales, 25,000 bales having been taken by spinners, 5,600 
for export, and 3,400 bales on speculation. 

During the fortnight, ending July 8, at’ention in the Bombay 
cotton market was, in a great measure, directed to Dhollera pro- 
duce, which changed hands to a moderate extent on higher terms. 
Other descriptions were in moderate request, at about previous 
rates.

During tte month of June, the exports of cotton from Bombay 
amounted to 120,2094 bales, making a total for the six months of 
582,948 bales, against 251,3564 in the corresponding period in 
1863 ; 610,283} in 1862; 699,347 in 1851; 415,880} in 1860; 
421,996 in 1859; and 722,553 in 1858. 

From Madras, we have intelligence to June 27. At that date 
the cotton trade was quiet, at drovping prices. Western produce 
was selling at 193d; Salem, 183d; and Coconada, 174d per Ib, 
free on board. ‘The arrivals of the new crop had been large. 
The export, from Jan. 1 to May 31, was 113,589 cwts, against 
96,594 cwts in 1863, and 57,119 cwts in 1862. 

The cotton trade at Calcutta, on the 2ist June, owing to in- 
creased supplies, was dull, und prices declined about 8 annas per 
maund. New Bengal produce was quoted at 40r 8a to 43r 8a per 
bazaar maund. 

At Shangbai, during the fortnight ending June 4, cotton fluc- 
tuated to some extent in value. Transactions took place at 20 
taels, 18.5.0 tuels, 21 taels, closing at 19.5.0 taels per picul. 

The following sales of cotton took place at Canton during the 
fortnight preceding June i0:—Shanghai, 19.5 to 23 taels per 
picul; sales, 3,200 bales. Ningpo, 21 to 22} taels per picul; 
sales, 1,750 bales. Shantung, 21} to 23 taels per picul ; sales, 
920 bales. Japan, 22} to 244 taeis per picul; sales, 1,240 bales. 

At Hong Kong, during the fortnight ending June 11, 9,000 
bales Chinese produce changed hands, at $29.50 to $31 for 
Shanghai. and $31 to $32.50 per picul for Ningpo. 7,500 bales 
Janan cotton were also disposed of, at $33 to $34 per picul.

In reterence to the state of the Jeather trade, last month, Messrs 
Powell and Co. observe :—The increased activity which existed 
in the leather market during June has not continued through the 
past month.

MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 


The demand for yarn and cotton goods has fallen off to some 
extent this week. In prices, however, very little change has 
has taken place. The sale for iron may be considered steady. 
For the time of year, a good business has been passing in coals. 

MaNncuester, Aug. 4.—The stagnation reported in our last has 
increased, the only exception being in fine yarns for Russia, which 
have again been taken freely, and some spinnings have been placed 
under contract till the end of the Russian shipping season two 
months henee. Common staples have been rather depressed, and 
cops for district manufacture have been sold at }d per lb under 
last week. In cloths, manufacturers appear rather more anxious 
for orders, but at the present very unremunerative scale of prices 
they are very slow to reduce quotations. For India, inquiry hes 
quite ceased, but an exceptional sale or two of 84-lb shirtings for 
China has been reported. Printing cloths, and almost all other 
articles, cannot find buyers without some reduction.

Braprorp.—The raising of the Bank rate of discount to 8 per 
cent. has l+d to a very quiet wool market. Buyers and sellers are 
alike indifferent about doing business, and as a consequence very 
little wool has changed hands. ‘The effect of the 8 per cent. upon 
yarns is of a like nature. Buyers both for the home and export 
trade are only induced to operate where the abatement in price 
tempts them. For twofold yarns the demand and the price are 
alike almost unaffected by the cause above referred to. ‘There is 
not much inquiry for piece goods. From the top prices current 
three or four weeks ago there is a trifling concession, but as orders 
have been plentiful and manufacturers are thus engaged for some 
— in advance, the depression is neither general nor consider- 
al 

Betrast.—Business in linens has been on a more limited scale 
—not from any want of confidence in prices, but rather from the 
increasing lowness of stocks, and the inability of all manufacturers 
to accept orders till forward contracts are completed. A steady 
consumptive demaud continues for all descriptions of yarns, and 
prices are buoyant at extreme quotatione. 

Leeps.—The demand for witneys and such heavy goods suitable 
for the season has been equal to the average. Only a little 
beiog done in the fancy coating department, but manufacturers are 
well employed upon these. There is not much animation among 
the woolstaplers. 

RocHpaLE.—There is a well-sustained demand for flannels, 
especially the low and middie-priced descriptions. Prices are 
steady, but there are symptoms of a further advance. 

Carpirr. — Business bas been a little more active at the docks, 
and there is an improved inquiry for certain descriptions of iron, 
rails more especially. Despite the continuance of the war in 
America, the States are likely to be considerable buyers during 
the next few months.

Only limited supplies of home-grown wheat have been on offer 
this week. Amongst them have been one or two samples of new 
Talavera grown in Essex, and for which 55s per quarter has beea 
realised. The quality of the samples was not to say fine ; but 
apparently, the crop will yield well for the miller. Last year’s 
wheats have chavged hands slowly, at 1s to 23 per quarter less 
money. ‘The imports of foreign wheat have been on a moderate 
scale. Even the finest parcels have been much neglected, and 
the rates, generally, have given way 1s per quarter. We ander- 
stand that unusually heavy shipments are being made from 
Danzig. The demand for all descriptions of barley has fallen off, 
and, in some instances, have ruled a shade lower. No change has 
taken place in the value of malt. On the whole, the trade has 
been in a healthy state. In oats, a fuil average business has been 
passing, owing to the great scarcity of food in the pastures, and 
prices have been firmly supported. The few beans and peas have 
been readily disposed of, at the late advance in the quotatious. 
The flour trade has been inactive, yet prices have ruled tolerably 
firm, 

Harvest work is making rapid progress in the whole of the for- 
ward districts. On the heavy lands, the crop of wheat is coming 
down well; but, on the light soils, there is evident a deficiency 
compared with the average of years. 

The continental markets have been well supplied with wheat, 
for which the inquiry has been far from active, at previous rates 
In spring corn a large business has been passing, on higher terms.
